AN ORDINANCE amending the City of Fort Wayne 
Zoning Maps Nos. C-17 and C-19. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
IN DIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the area described as follows is hereby 
designated a B-1-B District under the terms of Chapter 36, 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as 
amended by General Ordinance No. 2836; and the symbols on the 
City of Fort Wayne Zoning Maps Nos. C-17 and C-19 referred to 
therein, established by Section 9, Article III of said Chapter 
as amended, are hereby changed accordingly, to-wit: 


Parcel No. 1 - The real estate located immedi- 
ately Southeast of the intersection of Teskel Ta 
Road, formerly Indiana State Highway #427 and the 
St. Joe Center or Washington Center Road, as 
follows, to wit: 


Commencing at a point in the Washington Center 
Road 792.6 feet West of the Northeast Corner of 
Section 24, Township 31 North, Range 12 East; 
thence South 0 degrees 30 minutes West, a distance 
of 390 feet, for the point of beginning, which 
point is the Southeast corner of the real estate 
described herein, and marked by a steel bar; 
thence North 0 degrees 30 minutes East, a distance 
of 345 feet to a point on the South right-of-way 
line of said Washington Center Road; thence West 
along the south right-of-way line of said Washing- 
ton Center Road, a distance of 286.5 feet, to a 
point on the East right-of-way line of the morie e 
Road, formerly Indiana State Highway #427, thence 
in a Southwesterly direction,along the Easterly 
right-of-way line of said MT Road, formerly 
Indiana State Highw 4427, a distance of 115 feet;

PARCEL NO. 3 


REMONSTRANCE 


We, the undersigned, owners of real estate located in the 
vicinity of the intersection of North Clinton Street and the 
Washington Center - St. Joe Center Road, hereby remonstrate 
against the rezoning of real estate located in the northwest, north- 
east, and southeast corners of said intersection, which rezoning 
would be from an RA to a B-1 District; the reasons for this remon- 
strance being as follows: 

1. Three or more petitions seeking to rezone the real 
estate located in the northeast corner have been rejected by this 
Plan Commission in the past six years; petitions to rezone real 
estate in the northwest and southeast corners have similarly been 
rejected by this Plan Commission within the past three years. 

2. All real estate located within a half mile radius of 
this intersection is presently classified and used for residential, 

i purposes 

educational, religious and eleemosynary/ excepting a small parcel 
presently used as a tree and shrub nursery and also excepting the 
present establishment of a medical center about one-half mile south. 
The owners of the residential real estate have purchased lots, pur- 
chased and constructed houses and made other improvements of a 
residential character in reliance upon the integrity of the present 
zoning classification and would be substantially harmed by the intro- 


duction of a commercial development at this intersection. 


3. Since there are two pending requests relating to the 
establishment of service stations, presently pending before the 
Plan Commission, it should be noted that six service stations are 
located in the vicinity of the Clinton Street - By-Pass intersec- 
tion one mile south of this area in question and that there is one 
service station established and another soon to be established 
about one-half mile west of the intersection in question. The 
need for this facility to the public is thus obviated. All other 
commercial needs will be found in the Northcrest and Glenbrook 
complex, about one mile southwest from the intersection in question. 

4. The intersection in question is already subject to 
traffic congestion, with twelve serious accidents having occurred 
there in the calendar year of 1966. The introduction of commercial 
enterprises at this intersection would only increase the hazards. 

5. In the immediate proximity of this intersection, is 
located Gethsemane Lutheran grade school, Northcrest Junior High 
School, and Bishop Dwenger High School. The introduction of 
commercial activities into this area, in addition to the traffic 
hazards, would not serve the wholesome environment that these 
educational institutions deserve. It should be noted that the 
desired classification includes the installation of liquor stores, 
een i shops, bowling alleys, pool and billiard halls, and a wide 
variety of other commercial activities. 

WHEREFORE, the undersigned petitioners respectfully urge the 


Plan Commission of the City of Fort Wayne to reject this rezoning 


petition.
